Union fears 
over college 
restructure

REDUNDANCIES of lecturers 
at Barnfield College have been 
described as an ‘attack on the 
staff members’ by the 
University and College Union 
(UCU). 

Union officials have told 
Luton on Sunday that up to half 
of the lecturing staff at the col¬ 
lege on New Bedford Road, 
have taken or are due to take 
voluntary redundancy follow¬ 
ing a restructuring process. 

On April 26, UCU Luton 
received a letter which stated 
that 226 staff and 90 full-time 
equivalent roles were at risk. 

The union said a number of 
reasons were given for the 
restructuring, including plans 
to ‘introduce new study pro¬ 
grammes for 16-19 year olds, 
raise the participation age and 
enhance commitment to 
apprenticeships’. 

Following the news of volun¬ 
tary redundancies LoS was 
contacted by a number of con¬ 
cerned students at the college 
who claim they had been told 
their courses would not be 
continuing in the next aca¬ 


demic year due to an insuffi¬ 
cient number of students opt¬ 
ing to remain on the course. 

But the college said it could 
not confirm if any courses had 
been stopped as it did not know 
how many new students it 
would get in September. 

Shane Hall, from the 
University and College Union, 
said: “I don’t believe Barnfield 
have given us any solid reasons 
which justify the current 
redundancies that are expect¬ 
ed to almost halve the lectur¬ 
ing workforce, and I don’t 
believe that the business case 
shows any justification either. 

“There are also considerable 
concerns from the UCU around 
the fairness of how individuals 
have been selected for redun¬ 
dancy. I can’t imagine how the 
college will ensure it remains a 
successful college with around 
half of its lecturing staff 
leaving. 

“This is an attack on staff 
members, the quality of teach¬ 
ing and the students who 
deserve the best education.” 

Luton on Sunday asked the 
college to provide details on 
the number of staff who had 
opted to take voluntary redun¬ 
dancy but the college was una¬ 


ble to provide the information. 

Miles Dibsdall, the principal 
for the college, said: “To match 
the college’s new teaching and 
learning delivery model and 
increased support wrap 
around services, the staffing 
structure has also been 
reviewed. 

“During this process a 
number of staff have opted to 
take voluntary redundancy - 
but there have been no 
compulsory redundancies and 
we are currently promoting a 
recruitment fair where 
trainers, facilitators, assessors 
and learning mentors will be 
recruited for a September 
start. 

“We look forward to welcom¬ 
ing our new intake as well as 
our returning students for 
what will be an incredibly 
exciting new term.” 

Barnfield Federation revealed 
this week that it was consider¬ 
ing moving the Barnfield 
Moorlands Pre-School site 
from its existing location on 
Leagrave High Street to else¬ 
where in the town. 

The Federation also 
announced that its founder, Sir 
Peter Birkett, was stepping 
down from the organisation.

Former soldier opens new fitness centre 


AN EX-SERVICEMAN who lost both his legs 
whilst serving in Afghanistan has opened 
a gym in the town. 

Michael Swain, 23, from Stopsley, said he 
hoped to use his experience as a physical 
training instructor (PTI) in the army to help 
others with their fitness. 

The ex-soldier, who served with the 3rd 
Battalion The Rifles, has launched the Beds 
Fitness Academy on Taylor Street in High 
Town. 

He lost his legs in 2009 whilst on a tour in 
Afghanistan. After spending a few years 
going through rehabilitation he said he felt 
the urge to start his own gym. 

He said: “Everything was new to me and I 
took it stage by stage. I took it one step at a 


time. I sourced the equipment, decorated 
the building and did everything else. 

“I have had help from people along the 
way. Just Rifles (a UK charity for injured sol¬ 
diers) have been a big help. My family, 
friends and colleagues have also helped.” 

The gym has state-of-the-art equipment 
and two studios on the second floor. It’s 
open to people of any fitness level and 
experience. 

Michael said he hoped it would become a 
hub for residents in the community. 

He said: “It’s been another challenge that I 
can get into. It’s going to help the communi¬ 
ty and give people a place where they can 
also socialise. Throughout the years it’s 
always been my aspiration to open a gym.”

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Plan for High Town to 
be rid of vice by 2018

A FIVE year strategy to tackle 
the on-street sex trade in High 
Town is now under way. 

The plan, which both the police 
and Luton council have signed 
up to implement, was the topic of 
a well-attended public meeting 
at High Town Methodist Church 
on Thursday night. 

It was revealed that the strategy 
will focus on tackling demand, 
developing routes out for the 
women involved, prevention, 
ensuring justice and community 
engagement. 

Chief Superintendent Mark 
Turner said that a high visibility 
police operation was already 
underway and would continue 
for the rest of the month, and 
that this would be aided by a 
dispersal order which comes into 
force tomorrow (Monday). 

This order, which was approved 
by the council, gives the police 
the power to move on groups of 
people who are causing anti¬ 
social behaviour in the area. 

He then explained that since 
January, 135 kerb crawlers have 
been arrested and 99 of these 
were from Luton. 

In addition, 16 women have 
been arrested for various offenc¬ 
es including loitering, theft and 
possession of Class A drugs.

During a lively question and 
answer session, residents asked 
if the police would be able to 
ensure that resources would be 
available for the full five years, 
and whether men who force 
women to go on the streets would 
also be targeted. 

Ch Supt Turner said: “A high 
visibility operation would not be 
suitable for the duration of the 
five years. 

“As we progress, there will be 
times when we have to mix up 
our tactics. But I can guarantee 
to you that we are committed to 
tackling this issue. 

“We know that these woman 
are often vulnerable, and other 
people are often exploiting them. 

“These people form part of the 
issue and will be looked at too.” 


Laura Church of Luton council, 
said: “Five years does seem like a 
long time to wait, but these are 
some really complex and long¬ 
standing issues which will take 
some time to deal with. 

“We hope that we can get this 
problem under control a lot 
quicker than that, but we want to 
be rid of it and not just move it to 
a different part of town. 

“To do this, we will be in con¬ 
stant dialogue with the commu¬ 
nity and will have public meet¬ 
ings which will provide the 
opportunity for residents to feed¬ 
back and tell us what is working.” 

After the meeting, residents 
said they ‘were glad they been 
listened to’ and ‘ felt optimistic’ 
about the future of the High 
Town area.

Luton murderer and rapist told life tariff breaches human rights 


A RAPIST and murderer from 
Luton who was given three life 
sentences for his crimes is among 
49 convicted criminals who have 
been told that life sentences 
breach their human rights. 

Earlier this week the European 
Court of Human Rights (ECHR) 
ruled that whole-life jail sentenc¬ 
es without any prospect of release 
were inhuman after a case was 
brought by convicted killers 
Jeremy Bamber, Peter Moore and 
Douglas Vinter. 

In 2004 Matthew Thomas (pic¬ 
tured), formerly of Dallow Road, 


killed Colette Magee before going 
on to rape another woman. 

He pleaded guilty to her murder 
and also admitted two counts of 
rape, one of indecent assault and 
one count of kidnap of the second 
woman. 

He was sentenced to three life 
sentences at Luton Crown Court. 

Other killers who are also serv¬ 
ing life tariffs in the country 
include Ian Brady, Rose West, 
Mark Bridger, Peter Sutcliffe, Dale 
Cregan and Dennis Nilsen. 

At the ECHR the judge ruled that 
the life sentences had been a vio¬ 


lation of Article Three of the 
European convention on human 
rights, which prohibits inhuman 
and degrading treatment. 

The judgement does not mean 
that any of the 49 criminals on life 
sentences will be released soon 
but puts pressure on the 
Government to review life sen¬ 
tences after 25 years. 

Speaking after the ECHR’s 
decision, Justice Secretary Chris 
Grayling said the ruling reaf¬ 
firmed his ‘own determination to 
bring real changes to our human 
rights laws’.

Luton not so cr*p 
says book editor

LUTON may not appear in the new edition of 
the controversial ‘Crap Towns’ book series, 
according to its editor, Sam Jordison. 

The town, which received the dubious hon¬ 
our of the number one worst place to live in 
the 2004 publication, has been placed in the 
longlist of 100 towns that are being considered 
for inclusion in a new copy of the book. 

The nearby towns of Milton Keynes and 
Bedford have also made the list. 

The 100 will be whittled down to the final 50 
which will appear in a book entitled ‘Crap 
Towns Returns’ in October. 

However, Sam Jordison, one of the editors of 
the book, said that he thinks Luton will escape 
the top 10 this time around. 

He said: “I feel like Luton has done its time 
with the last book, and actually after visiting 
the town my opinion has changed. 

“There is no denying that the town does have 
some issues, including some really bad archi¬ 
tecture, but the people that I met took it in the 
spirit it was intended. 

“I think that this time around Luton could 
escape the top 10, and possibly the top 50.” 

A spokesman for Luton Borough Council 
said: “We understand Luton has been long- 


listed to one of 100 contenders. 

“Although that will undoubtedly trigger lots 
of media coverage with the silly season 
approaching - and lots of comments from peo¬ 
ple who have never actually spent any time 
here - will anyone really bother buying this 
book? 

“Luton’s strength is its people and we are 
proud of the town.” 

The inclusion on the list has divided opinion, 
with readers contacting Luton on Sunday via 
Twitter and Facebook to share their views. 

Julia Wright said: “I’m ashamed to say I live 
in Luton now,” while Irene Saul added: “That is 
because it is overcrowded and dirty.” 

However, there was a great deal of support 
for the town, with many saying that it is no 
worse than anywhere else in the country. 

Dan Heley said: “A cheap gimmick aimed at 
towns with high levels of unemployment and 
poverty as a result of government cuts,” while 
Sam Vick added: “Their web statement itself 
shows they’ve just picked towns who they’ll 
get a response from.” 

Residents of towns on the list have now been 
encouraged to get in touch and either save- 
where they live, or explain why the nomina¬ 
tion is deserved.

Council to look at 
use of old library

THE council is considering 
‘suggestions' for the tempo¬ 
rary use of a vacant library 
that's been earmarked for 
demolition following a peti¬ 
tion signed by 900 people. 

Luton council says it will be 
looking at whether the build¬ 
ing that used to house the 
Marsh Farm Library in Purley 
Centre could be used by the 
local community. 

The announcement follows a 
campaign by martial arts 
teacher Victor Evelyn, from 
the Community Development 
Through Martial Arts (CDMA) 
Trust, who has been calling for 
the vacant property to be let 
out. 

Mr Evelyn said the property

could act ‘as a place where

A council spokeswoman 


said: “The library is to be 
ultimately demolished as part 
of the proposed Purley rede¬ 
velopment scheme. 

“But we are prepared to con¬ 
sider suggestions for tempo¬ 
rary community use and we 
will be following up Mr 
Evelyn’s interest.”

Man jailed for attack 
on ex-wite’s partner

A TAXI driver who built up a 
resentment towards his ex- 
wife's new husband for over 
seven years, led an assault on 
him which left his victim 
with a fractured skull and a 
blood clot on the brain. 

Abdul Mojnu, 40, lay in wait 
with two other men as waiter 
Salim Uddin returned home 
from work to School Lane, 
Luton, on March 23 this year, 
Luton Crown Court was told. 


The victim was attacked 
with a hockey stick and 
repeatedly kicked, and his 
ordeal only ended when a 
neighbour came out and his 
attackers fled. 

During the assault Mojnu 
told him: “I have wanted to 
beat you up for seven years,” 
said prosecutor Helen Guest. 

Mr. Uddin was transferred 
to Addenbrookes Hospital in 
Cambridge, with a fractured 
skull and cheek bone and 
bleeding to the brain. 

Mojnu, of Queensway, 
Bletchley, pleaded guilty to 


causing grievous bodily harm 
with intent, and was jailed for 
nine years on Friday. 

Recorder Tim Clark told 
him: “This was a planned 
attack on a targeted victim. 

“It was a terrifying ordeal for 
him and you are wholly to 
blame, not him. You chose to 
act like a thug because of your 
inability to accept your wife 
was entitled to leave you and 
start a life with a new man.” 

Natalie Goffee, defending 
Mojnu, said: “He is deeply 
remorseful for his actions, 
and accepts he was wrong.”

Uninsured drivers should pay 

SIR - THE scourge of uninsured drivers has 
again made national news this week and, if 
persistent rumours are true, Luton is a hot 
spot for this despicable practice. 

But if you look at the way the law currently 
deals with them it’s not very surprising 
there are so many of them. 

A typical fine for getting caught is a mere 
£200. Such a piffling amount is dwarfed by 
the typical cost of insurance for a young 
driver which can be well over £2000. 

Which means it doesn’t make good finan¬ 
cial sense for a young driver to buy insur¬ 
ance because if he gets caught several times 
each year he’s still better off than if he’d 
paid his premium. 

What a ridiculous situation. Driving 
whilst uninsured should not simply be 
regarded as a technical or anti-social 
misdemeanour, it should be treated as a 
serious criminal offence. 

Quite apart from the huge added costs 
which this problem loads onto the premi¬ 
ums of honest drivers there are other more 
serious considerations. 

Insurance isn’t just to cover the cost of 
repairs to vehicles and property it is also 
there to cover serious injury compensation. 

So what happens if an innocent child is 
mown down and crippled for life by an 
uninsured driver? Who pays for the life¬ 
long care and equipment they may need? 

Uninsured drivers are clearly parasites 
and a menace to society that must be tack¬ 


led. And urgently. Some people are calling 
for the introduction of custodial sentences. 

But, if only to avoid further overcrowding 
of our prisons, shouldn’t they, at the very 
least, have to pay four-figure fines, receive 
two year driving bans and have their cars 
crushed for good measure? 

In any case the current £200 fines are 
woefully inadequate and are sending out all 
the wrong signals.

PCC’s challenge to 
traffic cop figures

FIGURES suggesting that 
traffic police in Bedfordshire 
had seen the largest reduc¬ 
tion in the country over the 
last five years have been dis¬ 
puted by the county’s Crime 
Commissioner. 

Earlier this week road safety 
charity Brake and website 
webuyanycar.com released 
data which showed that road 
police in the county had been 
reduced by nearly 44 per cent. 

It also showed that overall 


the country had seen a loss of 
12 per cent. 

But Bedfordshire PCC Oily 
Martins has rejected the fig¬ 
ures. He said road safety in 
the county was improving all 
the time and that ‘considera¬ 
bly fewer’ accidents leading to 
death and injury had been 
recorded in the past two years. 

The Commissioner said 
there was a total of 51 officers 
assigned to traffic matters in 
March 2012, not 35 as has been 
reported. 

Mr Martins said: “I want to 
set the record straight and 


reassure our communities 
that the figures have not 
dropped as steeply as that, 
despite the recent 20 per cent 
cuts in funding for the force. 

“These cuts have - as in other 
policing units up and down 
the country - led to a slight 
drop in the numbers of offic¬ 
ers but we are doing all we can 
to make sure this does not 
have any impact on operation¬ 
al policing. 

“And recent figures show 
that road safety in 
Bedfordshire is getting better 
all the time.”

Greater openness 
and fewer crimes 


LAST month we said goodbye to the 
county’s outgoing Chief Constable. Now 
STEVE LOWE meets the new chief, who will 
work with the community to tackle gun crime 


OUT with the old, in with the 
new. Or, to be more accurate 
the aim is to build and 
improve on what has been 
done already. This is the 
objective of new Chief 
Constable for Bedfordshire, 
Colette Paul. 

Colette worked in the Met, as 
did her predecessor, Alf 
Hitchcock, where they knew 
each other. But she has come 
here from South Wales. 

Bedfordshire is a much 
smaller force, but has its own 
unique issues, such as violent

crime in Luton. 

That is being tackled and 
tackled vigorously. 

Colette said: “Currently 
there are 12 investigations 
under way, 9 firearms have 
been recovered. So far 45 
arrests have been made and 
30 search warrants issued. In 
relation to this kind of crime, 
though, we are also using a 
different approach with 
regard to the public. This is a 
very small number of people 
committing these crimes and 
the overwhelming majority of 
the people of Luton are 
decent, law-abiding citizens. 

“That may sound like a cli¬ 
che but it is true. So we are 
working with the communi¬ 
ties and their leaders to 
encourage them to come for¬ 
ward with information. We 
need the intelligence but also 
evidence. We can guarantee 


anonymity. The police will 
put a lot of effort in, I person¬ 
ally will put a lot of effort in 
but we need everyone else to 
come together and work 
together to rid us of these 
crimes and criminals.” 

And what of the rest of the 
county? 

Colette said: “Bedfordshire 
is a fantastic place to live and 
work. And we need to remem¬ 
ber the rural areas, who some¬ 
times feel forgotten when it 
comes to modern policing. 

“While budgets are tight and 
will remain tight, we can do 
more, especially regarding 
rural crime, by using technol¬ 
ogy to make policing smarter, 
as well as the option of Special 
Constables. 

And overall performance? 

“I will continue with the aim 
of putting Bedfordshire in the 
top 20 of all categories by

Armed police went on patrol in Luton earlier this year after a series of shootings and gun-related crimes 


which we are judged, apart 
from victim satisfaction, 
where I plan to be in the top 
ten.” 

Even with tighter budgets? 

“The budgets have been 
agreed up to 2016.1 accept the 
year 2016-17 might be a bit 
tricky but as I said we can do 
more by working smarter. 
Also the staff here all work 
incredibly hard and often 
wear two or three different 
hats as it were.” 

And what of Police and 
Crime Commissioners. Are 
they a good or bad thing? 

“They can add value by the 
ability to challenge. We have 


to work together and make 
sure the relationship is spot 
on. I accept that around the 
country it has been a bit hit 
and miss in some places. But 
here it is working well. Oily 
Martins is committed to 
improving policing, as am I, 
so we have a good working 
relationship already.” 

And relations with the press? 

“I want openness and trans¬ 
parency as far as possible. 
Obviously there will always be 
elements of police work that 
need to be covert but I want 
openness in everything else. I 
accept we will get it in the 
neck if we get things wrong 


but so long as the stories are 
accurate and fair I have no 
problem with that.” 

Colette was the co-author of 
a report last year on police 
relations with the media and 
also sits on the police com¬ 
mittee dealing with the 
Leveson Inquiry into the press 
and the lessons to be learned. 
One of the key principles of 
the report states: ‘The press 
and other forms of media play 
an important part in assuring 
police legitimacy and protect¬ 
ing the public interest.’ 

And are you staying. 

“I have a five year contract 
which I will fulfill.”

DESPICABLE ME 2 (U) _

STEVE Carell and Kristen Wiig 
should give a big sigh of relief - 
and thank those Minions for 
justifying their pay packets. 

After all the ingenuity shown in 
the terrific first 2010 movie, the 
sequel owes virtually all its 
moments of hilarity to Gru’s 
(Carell) little yellow sidekicks - as a 
tepid story coasts on fumes of the 
original. 

But fortunately it’s those little 
Minions - with a big helping of 
cuteness from Gru’s youngest 
adopted daughter Agnes (Elsie 
Fisher) - that will still make this 
high on a family’s summer 
must-see list. 

Top-heavy ex-bad guy Gru is get¬ 
ting used to his new life with his 
three daughters - now producing 
eye-watering jam with his Minion 
employees and Dr Nefario (Russell 
Brand) - when he is crudely recruit¬ 
ed by the anti-villain league (head¬ 
ed by Steve Coogan’s Silas 
Ramsbottom) to track down a new 
criminal, by working undercover in 
a mall bakery alongside agent Lucy 
Wilde (Bridesmaids’ actress Wiig). 

This is where a new adversary is 
working under an alias - is it 
Mexican restaurant owner Eduardo 
(Benjamin Bratt), hairdresser 
Floyd (Ken Jeong), or someone 
else? - creating a new toxin that 
will transform Minions into terri¬ 
fying indestructible creatures. 

Sadly Wiig’s character is an 


extremely annoying (and unfunny) 
addition whom - along with the 
extremely basic padded plot - 
restricts Gru to the odd gag, and 
virtually leaves the Minions to 
provide all the comic relief. 

Fortunately they’re fantastic, cul¬ 
minating in a tear-inducing rendi¬ 
tion of All-4-One’s 1994 hit ‘I Swear’ 
- which is worth the cinema 


admission alone. 

Bar that, the franchise has artisti¬ 
cally taken one step back - but will 
undoubtedly take one giant leap 
forward at the box-office after the 
popularity of the first film. 

But, just like Puss-in-Boots in 
Shrek, the Minions will eventually 
have to go it alone (probably after 
the inevitable third movie) for the 


series to survive long term.

E ven Hyundai UK aren’t fully 

behind the Grandeur, listing it as 
a special order only model and 
it would be an understatement to say 
that for around £27,000, this car has its 
work cut out. 

Powered by a thirsty 3.3-litre V6 
petrol engine, it’s neither relevant nor 
hugely desirable. Hyundai has recently 
shown that it can do a whole lot better. 
Under the bonnet is a 3.3-litre V6. This 
engine develops 233bhp so it would be 
reasonable to expect the Grandeur to 
be rather sprightly off the line, and so it 
proves, the Grandeur getting to 60mph 
in 7.5 seconds. The Grandeur is a big 
car. At 4,895mm in length, it’s quite a 
bit longer than a BMW 5 Series or a 
Mercedes E-Class and is bigger in every 
exterior dimension than a Volvo S80. 
Small wonder there’s room to stretch 
out inside. A whopping 469 litre boot 
also means that you won’t need to pack 
light either. 


The Grandeur’s asking price might well 
raise a few eyebrows, but have a squint 
at what else is available for this money 
and it doesn’t seem unreasonable. A 
comparably equipped Volvo S80 would 
be over £40,000 and an equivalent Saab 
9-5 well over £30,000. Equipment levels 
are extremely strong. The Grandeur 
gets 17-inch alloy wheels, climate 
control, reversing sensors, an eight- 
speaker Infinity stereo with six-disc CD 
changer and MP3 capability, electrically 
adjustable leather finished seats, ESP 
stability control, electric sunroof, five- 
stage heated seats, xenon headlights, 
an electric rear screen blind. I could go 
on. For the driver who’s not about to 
cover big mileages but wants something 
well-appointed and discreet - typically 
senior buyers - the Grandeur isn’t 
without merit. In fact, for a small niche 
of buyers who aren’t thinking too hard 
about resale, it’s hard to better.

RECENTLY-acquired Luton Town striker Mark 
Cullen says he and his new colleagues are 
raring to go for the start of the new season next 
month. 

The 21-year-old joined the Hatters on a two- 
year contract in May after being released by 
Hull City following their promotion to the 
Premier League and cannot wait to get going 
with his new side. 

Cullen will have to wait until August 10, when 
Luton to travel Southport in the Blue Square Bet 
Premier opener, to get a taste of competitive 
action. But with the likes of the former top 
flight forward in their ranks, Town will go into 
the game as hot favourites. 

“It’ll be good,” said Cullen. “I’m just really 
looking forward to the first game. 

“That’s what all the lads are here for; to get 
ready for the season and we can’t wait for the 
start. It can’t come around quick enough for 
everybody at the club.” 

Cullen made a total of 24 league appearances 
for Hull, after coming through the club’s youth 
system, scoring his only goal for the Tigers in a 
2-2 draw with Wigan Athletic in May 2010. 

His career has also included two loan spells 
with Bury, one with Bradford City and part of 
last season in the Conference with Stockport 
County, where he scored four goals in 16 league 
appearances. 

That was where he caught Luton boss John 
Still’s eye. 

“He was on loan at Stockport last year and I 
thought he was outstanding against us,” said 
Still. “I made a lot of calls to try to get him here 
and hand on heart I didn’t think he would come 
down to Conference level. 

“But Mark’s got good ability, he can score, his 
movement’s clever and I think he’s going to 
develop into a really good player.” 

Cullen, who originally hails from the same 
Northumberland village, Ashington, as foot¬ 
balling greats Jackie Milburn and Jack and 
Bobby Charlton, relocated to a village outside 


Luton two weeks ago. This came just in time for 
the start of pre-season training and the two 
events have made for a busy schedule for Cullen. 

Despite the stress of moving in, he feels he is 
adapting well to his new surroundings thanks 
to an accommodating set of Luton players. 

“It’s been a bit hectic really,” he said. “I’m just 
trying to concentrate on the training side of 
things. 

“The training has been good fun and hard 
work. [It has been] pretty much seeing where 
you are and the rest has been trying to build on 
that. 

“All the lads were spot on. 


“It was the first time I’ve met all of them. I 
knew quite a few of the names beforehand. I 
recognised most of them through playing 
against them last season. 

“We’ve got quite a few new lads and they’ve 
welcomed us all pretty swiftly so that’s a posi¬ 
tive sign.” 

All Luton players, new and old, returned from 
a week-long training camp in Portugal on 
Friday, as preparation towards the new cam¬ 
paign continued. 

There was little time to rest though as Still’s 
men kicked off their pre-season friendlies away 
to Boreham Wood yesterday.
